Seeing then, that the word of Godis of ſuch efficacie & excellencie, 
and bath in it ſuch a ſecret and hidden Manna : neceſſarie it is that 
Man which is borne of a woman, and hath but a ſhort time to line, 
ſhould with all kumbleneſſe and ſobrietie, read, learne, and inwardly 
digeſt the ſame, and with diligent ſtudie and contemplation, employ the 
courſe of his warrefare therein.

Euerie one muſt 
further (as farre foorth as he can) the building of Gods Temple. 
Iſhe can not bring gold, ſiluer, or precious tones, he muſt bring mini- 
ma quæq;M, pelles, & caprarum pilos, the leaſt things he hath,skins, 
and the haires of Goates, We muſt not be idle in Gods great har-

> Oubtleſſe,thou maiſt maruell,and much miſlike(good cour- 
| N teous Reader) that I, who am but a tender ſuckling, and no- 
Juice in good letters, ſhould preſume ſo far, as to take in hand 
p and publiſh that , which I haue rawly and raſhly contriued, 
being a matter meete and requiſite for a graue and perfect 
i diuine. Certes I cannot — excuſe my ſelfe in this be- 
halfe: for L am not ſo blinde, as not to ſee, nor ſo impudent, as not to confeſſe 
my knowledge to be ſuch, as is fitter to be concealed then reuealed, and deſer- 
ueth rather ſilence and reiection, then any affection or cõmendation. How- 
beit, l am of the mind of learned Seneca: Male mihi eſſe malo, quam molliter, I had Seneca. 33. 
rather be counted fooliſh and impudent, by oſtering ſuch ſimple ſtuffe as mine Epi. 
inſufficiency can affoord, then ſlouthfully to fir ſtill in the market place, and to 
beneither idle nor well occupied: eſpecially in that matter that might ſhew 
the daſtardly cowardnes , & baſtardly cauſes of our aduetſaries, who are ſuf- 
fered (by reaſon of a few curriſh & curſed ſchiſmatikes of our one breeding 
that haue diſturbed our quiet ſtate and gouernment, and troubled not a little 
many godly and learned men) too much to wallow & welter in their one 
loathſome ſecuritie, and to ſleepe (as they ſay) in vtramuis aurem, ſoundly and 
roundly with little or no contradiction. What? Credimus auec los loi tes, do we 
thinke that they are gone? Do we beleeue that they are cleane extinct, & ex- 
tirpateꝰ and that all their treacheries, treaſons, & maſſacres, are dead and bu- 
ried?
